Supt. of Schools Roderic 
V. Moore recommended, and 
the board approved, that the 
Citizen’s Advisory Commit- 
tee be asked to begin this 
survey as soon as possible. 
The action could lead to a 
bond election some time next 
year. 

The major need is for an ad- 
ditional school to relieve 1000- 
student Brentwood School. 
“It is apparent,” Moore said, 
‘that there will be no double 
sessions this year. And there 
is not too much of a question 
that they will not be needed 
next school year. But after 
that, the squeeze will be tight- 
er.” 

He said he hoped that the 
advisory committee could 
set up a group to make rec- 
ommendations on the most 
desirable ways to finance 
classroom expansion. 

These include use of $206,000 
in bond money still available 
to the district, which would re- 
quire a tax hike to pay in- 
creased bond redemption costs; 
a combination bond election 
and state aid election which 
would allow the tax rate to 
stay where it is; and seeking 
a new bond election without 
the state aid. The latter would 
also mean a tax increase. 

Moore said he will ask the 
committee to look at district 
needs. They will study the 


sal, adding classrooms to Cos- 
tano School, building a multi- 
use structure at Garden Oaks 
School, adding to the adminis- 
tration building and perhaps 
consider multi - use buildings 
for other kindergarten-through 
sixth grade schools. 

“The committee could be 
asked to set up a priority 
list,’ Moore said.

‘Not Good Form

‘attend of the meetings of the Menlo Park and Atherton 
city councils, the area’s various school boards, the planning

of public money. The more the merrier; from such a cadre 
of interested citizens the governing boards can extract new 
points of view, information otherwise not available, and 
*might possibly also in time find candidates to contest for 
‘places on the boards involved. This is all to the good. 
‘ Now, let’s get back to “house packing.” 
; At both meetings, 50 to 75 parents showed up, all 
favoring reinstatement of bus transportation in the school 
idistrict. The tenor of their plaint appeared to be, “all of 
cus here favor restitution of transportation. In keeping with 
«democratic principles, you'd better restore it.” Some spokes- 
:men added the rather childish threat that support of future 
tschool district finance measures would be withheld if the 
‘house packers didn’t get the action they wanted. 
: In the first place, 75 parents isn’t really an impressive 
tgroup. There are 1600 families represented by students in 
‘Menlo Park School District. Figuring that only one parent 
tfrom each interested family with children was able to 
make it to the Aug. 21 meeting — because the other had 
to balay-sit — we find that only 75 families out of the 1600 
‘in the district were interested enough to form a pressure 
group. Figure also that there are about 10,000 registered 
.voters in the school district, and you find that the 75 parents 
‘can't describe themselves as representing a majority of any- 
thing. 
» Concerning their expressed opinion that “since all of 
‘us in the audience favor restitution of bus service, you'd 
dbetter restore it in keeping with democratic principles,” 
iwe'd like to point out that something has gone wrong in 
ithe education of people who think that acquiescence to 
‘the opinions of those who sit nearest the board’s table and 
who shout the loudest is “democratic.” And furthermore, 
‘the public boards and bodies actually operate in accordance 
(with republican principles, not misdescribed “democratic” 
ee 
It’s a sad commentary on the education visited on 
‘members of the older generation, when one realizes that 
ialthough most adults in this community are college edu- 
‘cated, they seem never to have been taught the basic prin- 
ciple of American government: When you clect an official 
‘you delegate to him certain powers of decision: you can 
‘attempt to enlighten him if you want him to make a specific 
‘change in his point of view; you can recall him for cause, 
isuch as insanity or criminality; or you can elect a more 
malleable personality the next time around. But once 
‘elected the school board member, city councilman or what 
‘have you has to make his own decisions 
i An elected official who is so vague in his convictions 
that he'll change his mind because a handful of people tell 
‘him to, probably isn’t the man you want for the long haul. 
Last week there were 50 people petitioning for bus trans- 
portation; next week or next month, one could probably 
assemble a delegation of similar size to plug for classroom 
Sanskrit lessons, classes in use of power tools, critical 
perusal of McGuffy Readers on upper grade levels, or any 
‘one of the thousand and one fads 

Summarizing then, it might be observed that the pres- 
ent budget of $623 per, pupil per year probably isn’t too 
much to spend for an elementary school education — pro- 
vided, of course, the youngsters learn more about civics, 
responsibility of attitude at public meetings, participation 
in public affairs and divorcement of the emotional from the 
factual, than some of their “elders and betters” seem to 
have been taught. 


County Comment 


County Tax 
Rate Setting 
Draws Near

The San Mateo county board 
of supervisors can be expected 
to set the 1862-63 tax rate any 
day now, but according to 
County Manager FE. Robert 
Stalleings th rate will be low- 
ered only cone cent this year! 
Both the board and manager 
had been predicting a reduc- 
tion of two cents or more, but 
several things changed the pic- 
ture suddenly. 


Stallings points out that 
the reduction in public utili- 
ty assessments by the state 

board of equalization was one 
of the main reasons the tax 
rate could not be cut more. 


The county had expected a 
normal increase of about 6 per- 
cent hat instead the state board 
came up with only a boost of 
1.8 per cent. Figuring that one 
cent on the tax rate raises ap- 
proximately $80,000 in tax rev- 
enue, the lower valuations on 
PG&E, Pacific Telephone, Sou- 
thern Pacific and other utili- 
ties really hurts. 

Other factors enter into the 
tax rate picture, the county 
manager points out. 

The county had to put $600,- 
000 in this year’s budget to fi- 
nance the purchase of the Coy- 
ote Point junior college land 
for recreation purposes. 


We say “had to” because 
otherwise the land would 
have gone to private devel- 
opers and spoiled a master 
recreation plan for that area. 


Other funds were required to 
prepare tentative plans for the 
Hall of Justice addition that 
the voters failed to approve. 
More funds were necessary, 
due to the result, to remodel 
the old doomed courthouse to 
provide more space for courts 
and other offices. These all add 
up to a pretty figure so it can 
be figured that the tax cut 


might have gone to two or 
three cents without these up- 


sets in preliminary figuring. 


aven the one-cent tax re- 
duction will put San Mateo 
county in an enviable. posi- 
tion once again. Almost ev- 
ery county in the Bay Area 
is preparing healthy tax in- 
creases, 

This wil! be the fourth year 
in a row that San Mateo coun- 
ty will have CUT the tax rate. 
Records at hand do not show 
another county with that mark. 
Immediately the cry goes up 
“Yeah, but look at our assess- 
ment Well, let’s take a look 
at the assessment picture. 

As has been announced, San 
Mateo county will be forced to 
levy a special tax estimated at 
10 cents per $100 assessed val- 
uation. This is a state law that 
provides a county that fails to 
assess up to the statewide aver- 
age of 25 per cent will lose 
state school apportionment 
funds and those funds must be 
meade up in a direct county- 
wide property tax. 

The county this year will 
lose between $800,000 and 
$900,000 in state apportion- 
ments, thus the special 10-cent 
tax. Last year the special tax 
was seven cents. 

The State Board of Equaliza- 
tion rates county assessing 
standards on an inverted scale. 
A rating of 100 is equivalent to 
the state average; below 100 
represents assessments above 
the average; above 100 means 
a county is not assessing up to 
the state level. 

How do we fare with near- 
by counties in this respect? 
Yerrible, to say the least. 
San Mateo county, according 
to the state board of equaliz- 
ation, has been rated for 
three years over the 100 av- 
erage: 111, 107 and 112. San- 
ta Clara county, where many 
people think assessments are 
lower than here, is rated 98, 
90 and 89. Marin county has 
96, 107 and 107. Contra Costa 
county is closer to this coun- 
ty with 108, 105 and 104. Ala- 
meda is 98, 98 and 98. 

Clyde Curry of the county 
schools office points out that 
San Mateo county just doesn't 
lose the state apportionments, 
but those funds go to counties 
who assess higher than the 
state average. Curry asks, 
“Which is better: to raise prop- 
erty assessments or have a spe- 
cial school tax?” 

We think Ralph Woodman 
our county assessor, answered 
an important question about 
sing assessments in one of 
our recent columns. He point- 
ed out that many of the larger 
counties assess industrial and 
commercial firms at some- 
where near 50 per cent of val- 
ue, while cutting home proper- 
ty valuation to far below 20 per 
cent 

This puts the assessor in 
good with the voters and 
brings the average up over 
state requirements. 

Woodman said he assesses a 
afir, equal basis for all proper- 
ties and will continue to do so.

Sponsorship Search Plagues Teams

Baseball season is over for most of the area’s organized | 
teams from rec department “farm” teams to the town’s two 
semi-pro groups, and as the dust settles back on the infields, | 
the recurrent question of sponsors comes up.

Hardest-hit in the annual search for sponsors are the adult | 
semi-pro teams. | 

Reason, apparently, is that they are fairly expensive to 
support, with each game requiring the services of two umpires | 
and a long schedule over which these functionaries have to be 
paid. 

Then too, there’s the matter of mileage; both the Menlo 
Park Reds and the Menlo Park Stars have journeyed hundreds 
of miles to play some of their games. 

As things have been going during the past several years, | 
both Red and Pro squad members have had to come up with 
the not inconsiderable price of moter fuel for some of these | 
trips. They do it, because they like to play baseball but they 
wish somebody else—noticing that they do a nice job of 
spreading the name of Menlo Park to other parts of the state—| 
might at least help pick up the tab. | 


* * * * 

The Stars have played weekends and presumably get 
home after teach game or double-header. But the Recs went) 
on a couple of long road trips, one of which took them to 
Oregon and the other to San Luis Obispo. 

These were all so scheduled that the players had to come 
up with the price of meals and motels as well as the afore- 
mentioned gas and umpire fees. 

Taken all in all, the players have been putting their money | 
where their mouths are, when they say they like the game. 

Getting sponsors, it appears, gets progressively easier as 
the players get younger and the Little League teams, playing 
all-home schedules, with dedicated groups of parents and good 
organizations behind them, seem to have the least trouble of all 
in making expenses. But let’s get back to the adult teams. | 


* * * * | 
One of the things that seems to discourage prospective | 
sponsors of the semi-pros appears to be the proximity of 
Candlestick Park. Most patrons of the game seem to figure that, 
if they’re going to watch an adult ball game, they might as 
well see a major Jeague team—even if they have to view it 
at a long distance ‘and even if it seems capable of only so-so 
baseball on many a given day. 


* * * * 


Local businessmen’s groups don’t seem impressed with the | 
fact that the local teams bring name and fame to Menlo Park. | 
It matters not to say, a merchants’ promotion committee, that 
the Menlo Recs might be playing next week in Marysville. 

* * * * 

That leaves individual businesses or individual businesses. | 

The most enthusiastic of these, of course, probably already 
are sponsoring youth teams—which is ail to the good. The 
only limit to the number of youth teams which should be 
sponsored is the amount of talent available and it should be 
used and developed—if for no better purpose than to keep the 
developing ball players from practicing their talents by throw- 
ing rocks at street lights.

_ _It has been suggested that the major league clubs might 
find it rewarding to take a financial interest in the semi-pro 
teams of the area. 

After all, the Menlo Reds in the past three years have sent 
several players on to the majors, and the Stars might easily | 
do as well—if they were scouted and could find the money to!

Refined but Ragged 


: Ferns — In City Gardens, 


There is a wild and woodsy 
quality of ferns. They are the 
pocture of refinement and deli- 
eacy, yet for all this, they, 
smack of the ruggedness of a} 
granite lined stream or the 
backwoods beauty of a shaded 
glen. Grow them in your gar 


den aid they impart something 
of this feeling. 

Ferms are as beautiful in the 
city rden as they are in na- 


tures’/ wild. They fit formal or 


infori settings and are per- 
fectly; at home with other 
plants, Meet their relatively, 
simple cultural requirements 
and they will thrive in your 


garden for years to come. 

Ferns should be featured in 
shady; places where they can 
hold their own with azaleas, ca- 
melli fuchsias and other 
shadedoving beauties. They are 
also beautiful when planted be- 
side aj garden pool or in a roc k- 
ery, provided it is not part of 
a sun-baked hillside. And even 
then, ‘if you live in a coastal 
climate, you will get away with 
giving ferns a fair amount of 
sun, | 

Ferns are not bog plants, yet 
they like moisture aplenty at 
their feet. They like the drain-; 
age they might get at the mar- 
gin of a stream, where mois- 
ture is readily available yet 
ever on the move. If you give 
them the same water care that) 
you give azaleas, you hardly) 
can go wrong. 

This holds true for the soi, 
also. ~An acid soil is necessary | 
and e should be taken to in- 
sure ‘it.
